Britain's action. If Great Britain fol- 
lows the lead of Russia and Germany 
and ocoapiefl a seaport Fia&oa wiU 

furthwith follow B\iit. 

An uncoulirineil report is current 
hero that part of th(! i;ritis}i far e.i8tern 
sqniidron will be statioiitd at Wei-Hai- 
Wei tliis winter. If true, this indicated 
that ( ii i af iirit.un i.s workinff in har- 
mony with Japan. The latter power 
still occupies W'ei-Hai-Wei, peiidinf; 
payment of tiie (-Chinese war indem- 
nity. 

The evening newspapers aro mnch 
distarbed over the sitnatiou "And what 
do we get?" is the burden of their com- 
plaint, and they all insist npon the 
necessity for immediate action. 

The Globe says : "Russia and Ger- 
many now have the two most import- 
ant strategical positions in northern 
China, and Great Britain, whose com- 
mercial interests there aro 10 times 
greater, mast be content with the 
crumbs from the St Petenborg and 
Berlin tables." 

The Standard says that if the scram- 
ble for the partition of China has be- 
gtm, others besides Rnssia and Ger- 
many will have a great deal to say. 
Japan will expect to have a voice in the 
settlement, as will probably France and 
the United States, while Great Britain's 
interests are larger and more vital than 
those of any other nation. 

Oontinning, The Standard ears : "If 
tenltor<al aoqnisitions are to be made 
it wonld be well for those whom it con- 
oems to understand, once for all, that 
we do not intend to be left oat of the 
reckoning. " 

The Fan Mall Gaxette eohoesThe 
Standard's inquiry as to Amerioa's atti- 
tude, and says: "Of course the parti- 
tion of the coast, which is bound to 
come, will not be confined to Russia 
and Germany. Every naval state in 
the world is actively concerned in the 
disturbance of the equilibrium in the 
far east. Great Britain, France and Ja- 
pan especially. But the United States 
can not be treated as a quantity to be 
ignored. The tame acquiesenoe with 
these seizures is not worthy of our past 
and is fatal to onr future. We may re- 
mark that we shall not be without sym- 
pathizers, as the Japanese will most 
joyfully back any scheme to re<lres<» the 
bitter humiliation they have suCfered at 
the hands of Russia." 

The Times advises England to occu- 
py the ieiiaiid of Chausan as a naval 
Btatiou. The paper says it believes 
Japan will claim and keep Wei-Hai- 
Wei even if China pays otf the indem- 
nity. 

The Times adds that it would have 
preferred that the controversy over the 
inheritance of the (^hiiiose eini)ire had 
been deferred as long as possible, but 
Germany's mailed fist and Russia's vel- 
vet glove preclude delay. 

A dispatch to The Times frc.m Shang- 
hai says the occupatinn of I'^rt Arthur 
by Russia) can not tail to provoke ])op- 
ular indignation in Japan, where i)iiblic 
opinion is already excited t)ver the 
Kiao-( 'lion affair. 

Tiio high olHcials of the Chinese conrt 
have advised the empsror tO remove the 
court t > Nanking. 

The disjjatch says it is reported there 
that overtures have been made to Eng- 
land to cxercLiie protection (iver the 
Yang-Tse valle y and the West river. 

The Daphne'i Tbit. 

Bkui.in, Deo. 21- The Paris corre- 
spondent of The Cologne (iazetto tele- 
graphs that paper that he learns on re- 
Uable authority that the Russian occu- 
pation of Port Author was connected 
with the visit of the British warship 
Da^e a week ago, when, in spite of 
the protests of the Chinese, the Laphne 
entered the inner harbor, allegedly to 
ascertain whether there were Rnssian 
rlups there. Ohina complained of the 
incident to the representatives of the 
powers at Pekin. 

The British far eastern squadron is 
said to be at Taliomoan and. according 
to the correspondent qooled, is shortly 
expected at Port Arthur.

developing now so rapidly with respect 
to China have in a measure been antici- 
pated for some time by the few men 
whose political vision extends beyond 
the^r local boundaries. It is felt by 
these men to be impossible that this 
country should not be affected by these 
events and those which they fore- 
shadow. 

An attempt to ignore the fact that 
the interesu of this country will be af- 
fected will simply render more serious 
the cousequenoes when they come. Not 
taking into aooount the speculative or 

L respective interest this country may 
ave in the commerce of the Orient, or 
the possibility of the interests of this 
eountrv and Japan becoming one in the 
event of an attempt at the partition of 
Oiiina, the internal interests of this 
oonntry may be affected to an extent to 
demand early preparation. The fact 
that England is apparently to be ig- 
nored by Germany and Russia in deal- 
ing with the Chinese question, develops 
a situation which is ukely interesting 
to the United States. 

There are two points of view from 
which the situation appears as atlecting 
the financial situation of this country. 
Fkom either view there appeuia the im- 
portance of having an abundance of se- 
cured revenue and of strengthening in 
the best possible way the finances of 
this country. There is too mnch con- 
servatism in this government for it to 
appear likely that we will interfere 
with or participate in the grabbing of 
China, nor does it seem probable that 
any effective effort will be made to se- 
cure our share in the development of 
the (.oriental trade, thoagh there might 
bo a good opportunity to derive some 
benetit to American commerce from the 
promised contontion between CJermaiiy 
and England for supremacy on the seas. 

Th« niternaiional bimetahsts think 
they see in the situation a chance for 
an Lgreemeiit on this subject with tier- 
many, l-rance and Russia, and the ig- 
noring' of KuKlaiid, und further claim 
that sm li an al.ianco might drive Great 
Britain to con.seiit to join tiio agree- 
ment. Those wlio look at the matter 
from a diiterent point of view see in the 
situation a necessity for pinaipt action 
to strengthen and iiumit.uu oar present 
financial system, and liiid additional 
reason for desiring to avoid any com- 
plication with the Sliver business. 

Erf)in either point of view it appears 
tliat the United .States can not heip be- 
ing atl'ected Ly the promised develop- 
ment, i ho.^o who do not associate the 
situation -vsith any idea of advancing 
tlie interests of silver, think tiiey see 
the necessity of strengthening the 
financial rx)sition of the country and of 
insuring a larKe revenue, to a greater 
extent independent of cuhtoms duties. 
In sncli a struggle as is threatened be- 
tween Knglaiid and the otJier European 
powers, tliey contend there will result a 
scramble after the world's supply of 
gold, and the United States is iiab;o to 
be trampled on in the scramble if onr 
finances are not on a permanently 
Eonnd basis and if onr NTenuss are in- 

Bufhcient. 

If tiie events in the Orient develop as 
rapidly as is now threatened, it is be- 
lieved that very early in the session 
congress will reaJizo the importance of 
securing a larger revenue, und of forc- 
ing substantial financial legislation, if 
that can be done. The necessity for 
more revenue will appear, it is thouglit, 
from the need of properly ecmipping 
our navy and our national defences, the 
construction of docks anil internal im- 
provements, which will be demanded to 
maintain us in an independent conrse, 
isolated from the contentious of other 
powers of the world. It is believed that 
the situation developing will weaken 
the opposition to the annexation of Ha- 
waii, and will develop a "continental 
policy" enveloping this entire continent 
and the "islands adjacent thereto."

McGinniss threw Mc- 
Co^lown a flight of stairs and then 
struck him on the head with a heavy 
club, causing hemorrhage of the brain. 
McCoy was taken to a hospital and Hc- 
Ginniss was arrested. 

Lately McCoy has earned a preearioni 
living by seUing locks. At one time he 
took part in a realistic drama called 
"The Stowaway" in which he and 
"Spike" Hennessy cracked a safe on 
the stage. Normal Uelby, the Indiana 
pugilist, it is said, after witnessing a 
performance of "The Stowaway" an- 
nounced that thereafter he would call 
himself "Kid McCoy" and he has ever 
since appeared in the ring under that

It is the general impres- 
idon the governor will recommend an 
exc^iange of commodities among tiie 
state institutions, but it is not thought 
he will go as far as to recommend an at- 
tempt to manufacture everything need- 
ed in the stato institutions, since organ- 
ised labor has expressed disapproval of 
the project.

Seattlb. Wash.. Dm. 21.— Jack Dal> 
ton, the well known Alaska prospector, 

after whom the Dalton trail is named, 
in an inierview, !;p(>aking of the pro- 
posed relief expedition of tho United 
States government to Alaska, said : 

"The proposal to use reindeer teams 
does not strike me as being the right 
thing. Horses can be used to much 
better advantage. Instead of reindeer, 
the department ought to get together a 
large number of hardy horses, and sufH- 
cieiit food should bo taken along to feed 
tli'MM. They can do much better work 
than reindeer. I wotild use sleds for 
carrying tho food for the men and prov- 
ender for tho horses. To handle a rein- 
deer expeditiously it would be neces- 
sary to have relay stations a day's 
journey apart, with food for tho ani- 
mals at these stations." 

Mr. Dalton, in speaking of tho best 
route by which to take re.ief, said he 
would go over the Chilkoot pass and 
then d(nvu the lakes and the Yukon 
river over the ice.

A. U. association, and the plan 
will be agitated at the ooming CMnoin- 
uati encampment. 

In connection with the encampment, 
if it should be held here, it is proposed 
to unveil a grand soldiers' monument to 
cost in the neighborhood of #300,000. 
The Pennsylvania legislature of 1895 
passed an act empowering each county 
to erect a suitable soldiers' monument 
at the expense of the citi/ena, the nec- 
essary amount to be raised by taxation.

Kan=.\s City, Dec. 21.— Fire broke 
out at 2 :!.") tins morning in the big 
Auditorium building. Ninth a.'id Ihdmes 
streets, whicli contains tho biggest the- 
ater in Kansas City and one of the big 
hotels, and entirely destroyed that 
structure. The fire originated in the 
servants' quarters on the sixth fioor of 
the hotel. Though the greatest excite- 
ment prevailed atnong the guests of tho 
hotel, no one was liurt in the panic 
which followed tho alarm of fire, and 
all escaped to tho street. The Audi- 
torium building cost about 1225,000 and 
is owned by Alexander Fraser. who 
also owns the hotel and theater fur- 
nishings. 



Daring l<obl>ery on the High 
New YcntK, Dec. 21.— A daring rob- 
bery on the high seas, tho looting of a 
treasure chest on an ocean steamer, is 
the mystery that has filled the water 
front with detectives. The Ward liner 
City of Washington, from Vera Cruz, 
whioh arrived in this port Wednesday, 
carried in her strong room |600,000 in 
Mexican coin. During the voyage the 
strong room, located so as to be under 
oonstant observation, was broken into. 
Only $8,000 was taken. No clew to the 
lobbers has been found. 

Woiuan Sl^ot by a Striker. 

Tkoy, N. Y., Dec. 21.— Since the 
strike began several weeks ago in the 
West Side fovndry in the town of 

Colonic, a suburb of Watervliet, collis- 
ions between tho strikers and the men 
who took their places have been fre- 
quent. Yesterday three strikers went 
to the house of Joseph Koliler, one of 
the West Side's i)ri'sent force and tind 
several shot-t at him. One bullet struck 
Mrs. Kohler in the neck. Her recovery 
is doubtful. 

Vtohlag VetseU Wrecked. 

St. JoHN'rs, N. P., Deo. 21.— A terri- 
ble gale swept this island yesterday, 
and did immense damage to fisliing es- 
tablishments and vessels at all coast 
settlements. Twelve schooners went 
ashore in (^reen bay and became total 
wrecks, and several others were badly 
daimiKcd in collisions. It is feared that 
the fleet from Uloucester and the In r- 
ring fleet now loading in Flacentia b.iy 
have been seriously buffeted by the 
storm. 

Klllrd HImieir With a Dustpan. 
CiiicAU(i, Dec. IT.— John Hogau, a 
patient at the Cook county insane asy- 
lum at Dunning, and a brother of the 
widely Imown sporfeiog man, Malachi 
Hogan, committed suicide last night in 
a peculiar manner. Hn eluded the vig- 
ilance of the guards, and going to the 
bathroom, picked up a dustpan and 
drew the ragged edge of it across his 
throat, completely severing the wind- 
pipe and veins of his throat. 

Death uf Hanker .sturget. 

New Yorx, Deo. 21.— Stephen Buck- 
ingham Sturgei, one of the founders of 
the Northwest National bank of Chi- 
cago, is dead at his home in Brooklyn 
of apoplexy, acred 70 yean. Be was 
born in Mansfield, O.. and was gradu- 
ated at Kenyon college, in the same 
state. He was a son of Eben Perry 
Sturges, a prominent merchant and 
banker, and one of th* ptOBeor ■eUlsn 
of Mansfield, O. 

Toronto, Dec. 21. — From all parts of 
tlie province come reixirts of severe 
weather.

MIMING RATE FOR 1898 

Miners und Operators Holding 
a Joint Convention. 

POOR PROSPECT FOR AGREEMENT. 



A OMeral Strike I« One of the PoMlhttl* 
tlea — An Interstate Convention of Oper- 
•tor* and Mluera to He Held la Colaai« 
hue Some Time Nest Month to Fix tha 
Mlnlnc Rate Is Generally Favored. 

PiTT.^BURo, Dec. 21.— The coal opera- 
tors and miners lield separate conven- 
tions yesterday preliminary to the joint 
convention to be held here for the pur- 
pose of fixing the mining rate for 1898. 
Both conventions were largely attend- 
ed and the important questions which 
are to come up at the joint convention 
were tlioroughly discussed. .Tndging 
from the results of yesterday's work it 
would appear that the joint convention 
will not fix tlie rato and another gen- 
eral strike is one of the poseibilities. 

The miners' convention was asked by 
the uniformity committee to allow a 
differential of 10 cents in favor of the 
operators who sign the uniformity 
at-'ri'eiuent 1 he miners by a nuager 
majority decided to sign the differential, 
but when the matter was brought be- 
fore the operatoi-s' convention it was 
ignored. Thus it looks as though uni- 
formity in the Pittsburg district is r«. 
mote. 

On the rate (juestion the miners 
passed a resolution which means a com- 
phcated fight. In sjfite of the fact that 
the courts have ruled that the new 
iiumni.' law is unconstitutional, the res- 
olution demands a rate of !) cents a ton 
for coal as it comes from the mine with- 
out being screened. Tho operators de- 
rided to ignore the new mining law en- 
tirely. 

Hoth convi-ntions f.-ivorod an attomjit 
to bring about an interstate convention 
of f)perators and miners, to be held at 
Columbus, o., some time next month 
for the |>uri)Ose of fixing the mining 
rate for the several states. 

With the I'omplicatii ms above men- 
tioned, the prospects for decisive action 
at this oonventioa are anything but 
bright. 

FIFTY CARS ENTI RELY PEMOLISHtP. 
A Boaawair t rciKht Train Dashes Into 

Another One. 
HAltoona, Pa., Dec. 81.— A freight 

train of 31 loaded cars, traveling down 
the mountain to this city last night, be- 
came unmanageaMe in conscciuence of 
the slippery condition of the tracks, made 
the 12 miles from Uallitzeii to .Vltoona 
in as many minutes, and crashed into a 
freight tniu in the yard here, directly 
in front of the passenger station. About 
60 cars were completely broken up. and 
the Holidaysburg passenger train, which 
was standing on the track outside the 
passenger dbed. was thrown over on its 

side. 

The engineer and fireman of the run- 
away train were helped fiom the cab of 
the wrecked locomotive, and both were 

able to walk away. 

Fireman William Leavitt, Bert Halt 
of C'hlT I nion, Pa., .John McKadden of 
Madisonville. Fa., and .lames Pressell 
of Monongaliehi, I'a., coal miners on 
their way to I'uiixsutavs ney, were 
taken from the wreck ; none of tlieni 
beriously injured. Kuster of Hagers- 
town, lud., \>lio was accompanying a 
carload of poultry, was fatally injured. 

TRUSTED EMPLOYE GONE.

Mention waa made laat week of the 
deoialon of the Court of Appeala revers- 
ing the judgment of the Mason Circuit 
Court in the case ot W. W. Ball and 
otbera againat the M. and B. 8. Railroad 
Company. The opinion, in full, by Judge 
Paynter, is as followa: 

Aa judKiiK'iit crcdtton of tbe MaysvlUe and 
Big teudy K. K. Co. on returni of no property 
fi>UDd tbe appellants Instituted this an equitable 
action against tbe Maysville and Big Sandy R. R. 
Co. by wbicti It sought to bare the road placed 
In tbe banda of a receiver ; and also relief by In- 
JuucUoD. The JodgmenM were rendered for 
iititnages rMUltlBC raspecUrely to tbe abuttluK 
I ' ropertlee— real sslsti— of tbe appellant! ai tuated 
ta tho oitiei of Maysrilie and Dover, Mason 
Oouotjr. Ky., by the oonatraotion and prudent 
operation of tbe railroad on tbe ttroots apon 
which the property abuts. 

Tbt manner in wbloh tho railroad wu con- 
structed nnreasoaablf obatructed ingross and 
egrets to and from tho street, and tbe prudent 
operation of It caused smoke, soot and cinders 
t.)]i)e thrown In and upon their property. 

1 1 It hardly neceaaary to add that tbe Constitu- 
tion of the State only allows prlvatelproiH'rty to 
be taken when (or publ c use, and tbtn ouly 
wbcn Just compensatiou In previouily made. It 
is no loDRcr an open nuesilon in this stKle that 
Itie (lainiiKcs rvsullliii,' to jiroperty in theniRuuer 
iuilioHtc'd, is a talcing of private property (or a 
public use, and for wlileh oompensuton must 
bo made!. 

Id .stickley vs. Chesapoako and Ohio 15. K. Co.. 
I'l Kentucky, ;!J7, the coiirl piilii : "When the 
pr().ximity of the road to the dwelling is .such as 
to iirevent the rea.sonable ingress and e){ros§ to 
and from the prerai.se.'*, to ea\ise iicee.s.sarily .soot 
and ( iiKJers to enter the dwelling, then It be- 
comes a takiug of private property (or public 
use and (or which compensation must be made." 

I( thus damaging the property is a taking In 
the meaning of tbe Constitution, then there 
should be a remedy commensurate wltblthe In' 
ury resulting (rem tbe invaalon of private 
rights. I( the person so injured simply liaa a 
legal claim for such injury, tbe railroad company 
may be wholly insolvent, and a reoovery of a 
personal J adgemen t will not in any dagioe enable 
tbe party to bo oomponsatsd for tho property 
n. The taking implies that there hu been 
aa appropriation or deprivation of aombthlng. 
SHonld tbe owner be eompelied to somnder 
each property right without retaloing a claim 
upon it for compensation, it can l>e taken againat 
his will when done by oonttructing tbe road 
along the street on which his property abuts 
without any security that be will ever ))e com- 
nsatedtorlt. As he cannot tell, until the road 
U constructed, tin? extent of his diimages, ho 
cannot by an injuiu tiou prevent its construction. 

Fulton, Ac , vv .Short l!oute R. K 'I'ran-fer Co., 
.S5 Keniui ky, 1,10, uill it do to hold that bf can 
not prevent the invasion of his riRlils belnri' the 
road i.s con.-truclecl along the streel, then when 
It is done say ihiU he has no riKht greater than 
that all'orded liim by a personal judgment, may 
be against an insolvent corporation. 

It seems that a court o( Chancery, when tbe 
taking o( tbe property is aceomplished as was 
done in this and limilar cases, will not protect 
the owner by restraining the appropriation o( 
the property because the extent o( the Injury 
cannot be ascertained until the railroad it con- 
structed. Now, when the injury has lieen at- 
cerulned, can a Court of Chancery adbrd to say 
that, notwittutanding, was not proper to prevent 
tbe Invaalon of private rights ; siiU there ts no 
equiuble right wbloh w JI enable the owner to 
pursue that wbloh was taken from him, and 
o'aim a lion npon it to the oxunt of the Injury 
II would teem that Courti of Equity would be 
e«tabllBbed for little purpose if they are power- 
less In tbe first loatanoe to prevent tbe Invasion 
of private rights, and in the second to give an 
adequate remedy fur the injury it oould not 
■revent. 

We are of the opinion that the appellants have 
lien In the nature of a vendor's lien on the 
Maysville and Itig Sandy K. 11. for their judg- 
ments. I'roni tile chanK ter of the properly, llie 
ien n\usi necessarily exist on the entire line of 
ailr.)rtd, as thciC cannot be u sale of only that 
irl oi ihe railroad which fronts on the properly 
withoui se rious injury to the owners of the road, 
luul till' rights of ilie p\iblic f.ir wli.ise use the 
rivttte right must, for just compensation, yield, 
f tliLrecoulcl be a sale ol such sections o( the 
road a.s are lu front of the "properties injured, 
then it would necessarily follow that there 
could be a severuuce, and possession taken o( 
uch parts thus sold by the purchaser. 
It appears that the Chesapeake and Ohio B. R. 
Co. is in possession o( tbe Maysville and Big 
Sandy road under aome sort of arrangtmont, tbe 
nature o( which is unknown to tlio appoUanu. 
Whatever may be tbe natuio ot ttaooontraet be- 
tween the oompanies, tbe Obesapeake and Ohio 
K. B. Co. can not aoqnirs any riahla wbloh will 
Interfero with tho rights of tho appellants to en- 
(oroo the ooUoetlon of their Jodgasants. The 
liens of tho appoUanti are superior to the claims 
of all others except they bo of a similar nature. 

If It was otberwlie then the Maytvllle and Big 
Bandy R. R. Co. could lease or sell itt line of road 
and defeat tbe coUeotlons of tbe claims o( those 
whoee property bad been taken In tbe construe 
tion and maintenanoe of tbe road. Tbe pur- 
chaser or losses takes tho road with tbe burdens 
on it. 

It was said In .Sti< kley vs. Chesapeake an<l Ohio 
R. R. Co., "That a railroad company which en- 
ters ui)ou and appropriates the land of another 
to its own use, without right, cau not transfer its 
corporate privileges to another so as to justify a 
continuance of the wrong in lis vendee, as if 
the latter were an iunoceul purchaser." 

In I'enu. Mutual Life lus. Co. VS. Heltt, 141 Illi- 
nois, :v>, the court said : "It Is not in the power o( 
the railroad, by alienation urotherwise, tode(eat 
this contdtutional guaranty, and the alienee, 
purchaser or succottor will be requlrad to take 
notice of the provisions restricting tbe power to 
take or damage private property for public use, 
and be held to take subject to tbe burthen cast 
npon the railroad b) , tbrongh, or under which 
the intenst it acquired. It by no moans follows, 
as seems to have been supposed In some fit tbe 
oasss. that a right of aotton would exist sgainst 
the new oompany, who migfataa snoosssor to the 
original lailraad oompany. booome possssssd of 
tho fianohiso and property; but when a mort- 
gagee or snooessor oompany insists npon a contin- 
uation of the usa, or whore there Is an appropria- 
tion of that part of ths railroad whereby the 
damage bas been oooatloned, the right o( the lot 
owner to oompeniatlon out o( the res Is abao- 
Inte." 

Lewlt on Eminent Domain, Section 62t, says: 
••The owner's claim tor Just compensation it 
paramount to any right which can be derived by 
or through the party niaklnij or seeking the con- 
demnation. DlflTerent courU work out Ibis re- 
sult In diiftrent ways, but we believe all oonour 
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in reaching it In one way or another Some 
courts holil that the claim for compensation isin 
the nature of a vendor's lien, and as such i 
prior to auy right which the party condemning 
can acquire or transfer. Others hold that ni 
title passes until payment, and conse(iueutly 
that a mortgage or conveyance by the party con 
demning conveys nothing to the grantee except 
such possessory right' as the former may have. 

Section 814, Kentucky Statutes (Act 1890), pro 
vides that "after an execution on a Judgmen 
a.^alnst any company owning or operating any 
railroad In this State thai 1 be returned by the 
proper officer no property found, in whole or In 
part, the plalntia°thcretn mayinstitute an eqnit 
ble action against sold company in the arcuit 
Court of the county in which said Judgment was 
rendered, to place itt road and property in the 
hands o( a receiver ; and tbe oonrt, upon a peti' 
tiou showing said return and tho tattnro to pay 
said Judgment utMu the sorvioo ot summons 
upon said oompany. shall appoint some suitable 
person as rooeiver of said oompany, and, as such, 
lake possosslon and oontrol of all tho road and 
property belonging to and operated by said ooia 
pany, tnotudlng all rolling stock thereof." 

It does not require argunient to show that the 
appellanta are entitled to have a receiver ap- 
pointed of the property of the Maysville and Big 
Sandy R. R. Co. under tho statutes quoted. Owing 
to the character o( the claims which have been 
put in Judgment, tbe right of the Chesapeake and 
Ohio R. R. Co. arc subordinate to them and must 
yield to their superiority. If the appellants fail 
to realize these judgments hy having the railroad 
placeii in the hai'ils ol a receiver, then if they do 
uot desire to enforce their lien upon the railroad, 
the c|Uestion may arise as to the right of the courl 
by injunction to prevent the use of the railroad 
in front of their respective lands until the judg 
meuts are )>ald : but we do uot now decide that 
question. 

Cpon the facts alleged in the petition which on 
demurrer is assumed to be true, the Che.sapeake 
and Ohio K. K. Co. may be enjoined from the use 
of the Maysville and Big.ftandy R. R. because Its 
rights are subordinate tojttaoae of tbe appellanta 
as we have taid. If tbe court it without author 
ity to reetraln tbe Chesapeake and Ohio R. R. Co 
from using tbe line of railway then the receiver 
would bo powerless to take po o tss sU i n and oon- 
trol of tho road ; and tho attempt to oolloet the 
Judgments through tho medium ot a rsoelvsr 
would be abortive. 

It is contended that appellantt might have ob 
tained personal J udgment against the Chetapeake 
and Ohio B. R. Co. at the same time the Judg 
mentt were obtained against tbe Maysville and 
Big Sandy R. R. Co. (or tbe damages sustalnedi 
and as they have failed to do so they have lost 
their right to prooeod In equity to onforoo tbelr 
judgments. 

The statute w e liave iju ited answers that con 
t ntion. Ik-sides iudeiieiideut of the statute, the 
fact that u|ipelhiuts may have been entitled to 
nu-.intaiu such action against the ('hesnpeake 
and Ohio K. 15. Co. did n-)t destroy tlieir liens 
hence not their right to enforce them in such 
manner as the law or oqnItabU prineiplas autbor> 
izc. 

it does not appear in tlio petition what equip- 
ment the Maysville and Big Sandy K. R. Co. owns 
that may bo used lu its oi>eratiou. Counsellor 
appellant suggests the difficulties the receiver 
would have In operating the road In case tbe 
equipment was lusutHclent. If such be tbe case 
that would Indicate that appellantt might have 
trouble to oolleot their Judgmentt through a re- 
ceiver but it does not prevent them from making 
tho oflbrt to ao ooUeet their Judgmentt. It is 
also suggested that tho tnterast of tho pnblie are 
in certain oootingonoles to bs oonsidorsd. 

The right of the oltisen to own, possess and en 
Joy his property must yield to tho superior right 
of eminent domain wbloh Is an ossontlsl attrib 
nto of soveioignty. To exercise It to an Inheren t 
power of tbe government In the exeroise of the 
right the citizen must be Justly compensated for 
bis property. I( the public interests are to stand 
between tbe rigbtt of tbe oltisen and an efTectlve 
equit«ble remedy to enforce that right then It is 
possible to take private property (or public luo 
without compensation ; it would be disregarding 
the organic law of the state and dOStlOytag the 
properly rights of the citizen. 

The legislative branch of ;the government does 
not seem to think the public would sutler by 
placing tho property of a company, owning or 
operating a railroad, in the hands of a receiver 
when it permlLs executions on Judgments to he 
returneil no properly found. The taking oi the 
properly occurred under the Constitution o( 1810. 

Toe Judgment is reversed with directions that 
the order lustalning the demurrer to tbe peti- 
tion be set aside and the demurrer overruled, 
and (or furihsr proeoodlags ooasislsnt with thto 
opinion.
